REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Francestown  School  Board: 

Two  schools  were  maintained  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 
Total  enrollment,  40.  Total  number  of  half  days  of  school, 
359.  This  is  but  one  half  day  less  than  a  full  180  day  school 
year.  Average  salaries  for  the  teaching  force  were  main- 
tained so  that  the  superior  teachers  could  continue  the  work 
so  well  begun.  State  aid  remained  at  the  same  figure,  ap- 
proximately; but  adjustments  from  previous  years  added  a 
sum  sufficient  to  more  than  make  up  for  all  unforeseen  costs. 
The  figure  for  the  ensuing  year  of  1929-30  is  $1,045.63  as 
against  $997.99  for  the  fiscal  year  closing  last  June. 

In  the  year  1922-1923  Francestown  was  the  178th  town  out 
of  252  in  point  of  total  expenditures  for  all  school  purposes. 
That  is,  the  total  current  expenditures  for  all  items,  elemen- 
tary schools,  high  school  tuitions,  and  all  other  current  ex- 
penditures were,  in  relation  to  the  various  equalized  valua- 
tions of  the  state,  exceeded  by  74  other  districts.  In  1928, 
Francestown's  total  expenditures,  on  the  same  basis,  were 
exceeded  by  104  other  districts. 

This  is  not  an  argument  for  increased  school  costs,  but  calls 
attention  to  the  policy  of  the  school  board  which,  within  the 
past  three  years,  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  schools, 
brought  about  suitable  conditions  of  plumbing,  and  main- 
tained the  physical  equipment  of  the  schools  without  in- 
creasing the  appropriations  for  school  purposes  beyond  a 
safe  and  entirely  reasonable  figure. 

Two  new  teachers  are  employed  by  the  District  this  pres- 
ent fiscal  year.  We  believe  that  the  intention  of  the  town 
is  to  support  these  teachers  during  the  time  while  they  are 
adjusting  themselves  to  the  standards  maintained  by  the 
experienced  teachers  of  the  past  two  years,  by  extending 
the  same  measure  of  friendship,  and  the  same  guiding  and 
helpful  spirit  which  made  possible  the  development  of  the 
past  three  years. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  were  but  two  cases  of 
tardiness.  This  compares  with  108  in  1925,  37  in  1926,  25 
in  1927. 

Twenty-one  children  were  transported  to  the  schools. 
The  School  Board  held  nine  monthly  meetings.  The  super- 
intendent visited  the  schools  50  times,  and  there  were  77 
visits  by  citizens  of  the  town. 
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The  instruction  was  of  the  high  grade  which  has  been  ap- 
preciated for  two  years,  and  the  standards  were  still  further 
raised  to  introduce  junior  high  school  mathematics. 

All  grades  met  city  school  standards  in  the  minimum 
essentials.  Music,  drawing,  and  other  activities  were  not 
measured  on  standard  scales,  the  small  number  of  pupils 
seeming  to  make  the  matter  of  measurement  except  for  the 
"Three  R's,"  History,  Geography,  Grammar,  and  Spelling 
not  worth  the  added  expense. 

The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  year  was  96,  being  the 
highest  over  a  ten  year  period,  with  one  exception,  the  year 
1926-1927  recording  a  per  cent  of  attendance  of  97. 

No  school  district  rises  higher  than  the  will  of  the  parents 
and  tax-payers  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  children.  This 
does  not  mean  the  payment  of  money  alone,  but  the  support 
of  the  educational  forces  by  openly  kind  and  encouraging 
acts,  and  words.
